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Substitute Teacher Pay Is 
Increased By School Board 


The School Committee voted to raise 
the substitute teachers’ compensation on 
Tuesday night, in order to be competitive 
with the wages currently being offered in 
the Greater Lawrence area. 

Substitute teachers’ compensation 
was-Regular classroom teacher, $30 per 
day, Preferred regular classroom teach 
er, $35 per day, 766 (Special Education 
classes) $35.00 per day, Preferred sub- 
stantially separate classes, $40 per day. 

The proposal presented to the School 
Committee by Superintendent Dr. Ken- 
neth Seifert, eliminated the preferred 
substitute procedure. 

The preferred substitute procedure 
was an in-house training program by the 
Andover School system that offered 
classes to indivuals who would like to be 
substitutes within the system. 

“A survey was made last year by the 
P.T.O,”’ Mary Lyman, director of per-

sonnel told the TOWNSMAN. “When in- 
divuals interested in substituting were 
informed of the preferred classes, the 
courses had already past. There were 
not enough people on staff to offer anoth- 
er round of courses, driving substitutes 
to other systems.” 

The proposal raised the pay of regular 
substitutes to $40 per day for up to 30 
days of cumulative service during a 
school year. 

“The recommended compensation 
should be considered for this year and 
this year only,” Dr. Seifert said. “There 
are financial constraints and the ques- 
tion of how many sick days we will have 
on an annual basis. We have the lowest 
‘rate of pay in the area for substitute tea- 
cher compensation, regular substitutes 
prefer to go to another town.” , 

A freeze of certain accounts near the 
end of the year was recommended by the 


Superintendent to provide the funds for 

the substitute teacher compensation 
“We will have to fullfill our contrac- 

tual agreements and review the account

percent of optimal leveis. This has created a deficit of 
more than 1,500 units of blood in the two states

Andover Resident Devotes Life 
To The Sea And Its Mysteries

Some look to the stars as the last 
source of mystery and discovery left to 
humankind. But others believe we need 
look no farther than our own blue planet 
to find an unknown place of great beauty 
and power, a place that inspires both 
wonder and fear. They look to the sea. 

The sea and its mysteries have drawn 
Andover resident Martin Klein ever 
since, as a young M.I.T. graduate, he 
joined an expedition ‘‘to look for things 
in the ocean. It gets in your system very 
quickly.”’ 

Today, some 20 years later, he is presi- 
dent of his own company, and the devel- 
oper of an underwater sonar system that 
has been used to find sunken ships and 
downed aircraft all over the world — in- 
cluding the Titanic, found early this 
month two and one-half miles beneath 
the sea, somewhere south of Newfound- 
and 

A team of American and French scien- 
tists found the ill-fated ocean liner on 
Sept. 1. Using side.scan sonar developed 
and manufactured by Martin Klein’s Sa- 
lem, N.H., firm, the Americans (from 
the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institu- 
tion) made the first contact with the 
sunken liner, Mr. Klein says. 

For everyone in the field of ocean ex- 
ploration, discovering the Titanic is ‘‘one 
of the major things you think about and 
dream about,”’ he says. “It’s certainly 
the best-known shipwreck. I’ve always 
thought about looking for it.”’ 

Klein Associates, Inc., is a small com- 
pany, “‘but we are very much considered 
leaders in our field,” the founder, presi- 
dent and chairman of the board says. 
“Our equipment is used when people 
really have to succeed. Even the U.S. 
Navy, which has multi-million dollar 
equipment of its own, has used our equip- 
ment.”’ 

The company designs, manufactures 
and sells products for underseas explora- 
tion. Its customers, according to its 47- 
page catalogue, include such diverse 
groups as oil companies and archaeolog- 
ists, salvage companies and universities, 
environmental consultants and ‘‘various 
worldwide navies.” 

A New York City native and former 
Merrimac resident, Martin has lived on 
Abbot Street for the past year with his 
wife, Diane, and two children: Jamie 
age eight, and Robin, four 

He graduated from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology with a bachelor 
of science degree in electrical engi- 
neering in 1962, and for the next five 
years worked at E.G. & G. International, 
Inc., of Bedford, where he became pro- 
gram manager for sonar systems 

But in January 1968, ‘‘madness’’ 
inspired him to found Klein Associates, 
almost a one-man company at first; Di 
ane Klein worked with her husband ‘‘in 
thé early days.”’ More seriously, he ex- 
plains that he sometimes felt “frustrated 
by some of the constraints” of working 
for a large company. “It was a classic 
situation.”

50 countries around the world, and an- 
nual sales of more than $5 million 
Klein Associates has been called one of 
the nation’s. fastest-growing small busi- 
nesses by Inc. magazine. 

It is located in a quiet rural setting, in 
what was once a lumber yard, much-ren- 
ovated and expanded over the years. The 
attractive offices are decorated in a de- 
cidedly nautical theme, with blue carpet- 
ing and generous windows, and 
photographs and drawings of ships and 
shipwrecks lining the corridors. One wall 
of Martin Klein’s office is mostly made 
up of a built-in fish tank. 

His company’s primary product, the 
side scan sonar, is not his own invention 
but ‘‘the first successful commercial ver- 
sion’ of an instrument developed man 
years ago by the military. Sonar, he ex 
plains, “uses sound waves to map the 
ocean floor.”’ 

The Klein sonar system consists of a 
stainless steel ‘‘fish” towed by a long ca- 
ble near the ocean floor. The towfish, 
which looks much like a torpedo, houses 
electronic transducers that bear ‘‘high- 
intensity, high-frequency bursts of 
sound” that bounce and echo off any- 
thing that might be at the bottom of the 
sea: ‘pipelines, ships, or whatever.” 

These sound waves bounce back to the 
transducers, and are then converted to 
electric signals which travel up the tow 
cable to a specially-designed chart re- 
corder aboard the ship that is towing the 
fish. 

Finally, Martin explains, the recorder

displays the signals coming in from the 
fish in a form that ‘‘looks like an aerial 
photograph of the sea floor,’ and shad- 
owy, sometimes eerie images emerge 

of ripples in the sand on the ocean floor 
gas seeping from underwater pipelines, 
or lost ships. 

Klein Associates manufactures two 
versions of the system, one that views 
the surface topography of the sea floor, 
and one that looks ‘‘straight down, actu- 
ally penetrating the bottom layers” of 
the floor 

Martin has developed ‘a whole gamut 
of applications’ for his side scan sonar, 
‘some mundane, and some exciting.’ 

The biggest user of Klein equipment is 
the off-shore oil drilling industry, which 
perhaps falls into the mundane category 
Oil companies rely on the sonar to help 
them study the geology of the sea floor 
to help root pipelines and anchor oil rigs 
in clear areas, or to rescue fallen rigs 

Hydrographers use Klein sonar to 
chart navigational hazards, and the mili- 
tary used it to help clear the Suez Canal 
of unexploded mines and other debris in 
1974 

After a number of airplane accidents 

among them the Russian military’s 
downing of a Korean airliner, and the 
recent Air India crash — the sonar has 
been used to help find the wreckage and 
the plane’s ‘‘black box’’ (containing the 


pilot’s flight recorder) 

But the most exciting use of Klein so- 
nar has been the search for shipwrecks, 
vessels that went down bearing fabulous 
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treasures, or battleships that were de- 
stroyed at sea. 

Perhaps no other shipwreck has en- 
gaged the public imagination as has the 
Titanic. The great luxury liner was 
called unsinkable — yet in the early 
morning hours of April 12, 1912, five days 
into its maiden voyage, it struck an ice- 
berg and sank to the bottom of the Atlan- 
tic. There were not enough lifeboats. 
More than 1,500 died: men, women, chil- 
dren, the captain, most of the crew. Only 
713 survived. 

No one knew where the Titanic had 
sunk, or what remained of the liner, until 
this month, when French and American 
scientists found the ship beneath 13,000 
feet of water, about 400 miles south of 
Newfoundland. Klein Associates field en- 
gineer Terry Snyder was on board the 
U.S. oceanographic research vessel 
Knorr (he was sent at the company’s ex- 
pense) to help run the Klein side scan 
sonar system. 

According to Mr. Klein, the French 
group first tried their sonar, “‘a militar) 
version of sonar similar to ours,’’ with- 
out success (they narrowed down the 
search area, however). It was the 
Knorr’s computerized submersible, 
Argo, that found the wreckage — first 
with the side scan sonar, and soon after 
that with its video cameras. 

The images sent back from the ocean 
floor showed the Titanic broken in two, 
with its stern lying apart from the mid-

Exhibit Shows City’s Development 


“Lawrence Yesterday,’ an exhibit showing the birth 
and development of an important industrial city since 
1845, will open Tuesday, Oct. 1, at the Museum of Ameri- 
can Textile History, 800 Massachusetts Avenue, North 
Andover. Through original prints, lithographs, waterco- 
lors, textiles, mill advertising displays and quotations 
from first-person accounts, the exhibit will show how 
North Lawrence developed in the 19th century with water 
power, followed by South Lawrence’s development in the 
20th century with steam power 

‘‘Although the exhibit focuses on Lawrence,” says Paul 
Hudon, associate curator of preindustrial technology, “‘it 
also shows the development of cities, which go through 
life cycles like anything else.

Prayers will con- 
tinue Wednesday throughout the day as the Day of Atonement is observed. 

The Day of Atonement is the most spiritual, one of the most revealing of the sacred 
days of the Jewish religius calendar. Some of the festivals observed in Judaism are of 
late Biblical date, but the Day of Atonement is described in detail in the book of 
Leviticus and analyzed deeply as to its meaning in the Book of Isaiah. 

Ancient as the festival is, its power has not faded. As in Biblical times, the children 
of Israel packed the temple courts to see the white-clothed priest go through the ritual 
of atonement, so to this day, wherever they may live, Jews throng to synagogues. 
This has gone on for 25 centuries while the world mood and the desires of human 
beings have undergone many transformations. Of all the festivals in this ancient 
religion, not one has equalled this one for enduring power and continuous widespread 
appeal. 

This cannot be due to tradition alone. The service required much more than an 
habitual gesture of piety. evidently, the meaning and the appeal of the festival must 
be much more than habit, since the observance requires a real personal inconve- 
nience. Its meaning must be something real and personal to these millions of worship- 
pers all over the world.

The essence of the day expresses the special dynamic of Judaism and declares that 
the path of social redemption is through personal atonement. No schedules of revolu- 
tionary change, no magic formulas will ever abolish the tyrannies and cruelties of the 
world.

will choose the one who pays more.” 

The possibility of using undergraduate 
education majors for substitutes in the 
Andover system was proposed by Supt. 
Seifert. 

“Undergraduate education majors are 
eager to get experience in the education 
programs,” Seifert said. “Substitutes 
are not paid appropriately in light of oth- 
er jots in the labor force. To offer $40 to 
$45 a day and expect what is to be done is 
inappropriate.” 

The new rate of compensation will pay 
$45 per day for the 31st day and beyond, 
the exception will be undergraduates in 
education programs who will be paid $35 
per day regardless of cumulative days of 
service, according to Seifert. 

Special Education substitutes with sep- 
arate classes will receive $45 per day 
and $50 per day after the 31st day and 
beyond. After 20 consecutive days in the 
same assignment, the substitute is eligi- 
ble for Bachelor’s Step I, which is an an- 
nual salary of $16,544. 

The pay increase is retroactive to the 
first day of classes this year 

“It is a real positive administrative 
move to make the pay raise retroac- 
tive,’ the director of personnel said. 
“This should pull back the people who 
have left the system and reward the peo- 
ple who stuck by us during the review.” 

The rate of compensation for substi- 
tute teachers in North Andover is $35 per 
day. After ten days, if a substitute is 
filling in for the same teacher, the rate of 
compensation is $75 per day. In Law- 
rence, the rate of pay is $25 per day for 
the first ten days and $40 from the 11th to 
the 50th day. From the 5ist to the 90th 
day, the rate is $50 dollars per day 

“A lot of substitute teachers like the 
exposure to the different students and 
classroom situations. They may fill in for 
five different teachers in the same 
week” Lyman said. “In North Andover, 
if you don’t continue in the same class- 
room for the same teacher you will not 
receive the $75 per day. There is a se- 
rious need for substitutes, every school 
system has their little trick to try and 
pull people into a slot that needs to be 
filled.”

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May Call Special Meeting 
To Act On Parking Lot Funds 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The opportunity to build a 62-space 
parking lot on Elm Street, to accommo- 
date all-day downtown parkers, may be 
reason enough to call a special fall town 
meeting, the Board of Selectmen indi- 
cated last week. 

During a meeting held last Wednes- 
day, Sept. 11, Selectmen Chairman Wil- 
liam Dalton said the board would hold a 
full-scale discussion of the parking pro- 
posal at 7:30 p.m. next Monday, Sept. 23, 
in town offices on Bartlet Street. 

Dalton said a half-acre residential lot 
at the corner of Elm and Florence 
streets, next to the Free Christian 
Church, had suddenly come on the mar- 
ket, and might be suitable as the site of a 
new town parking lot. But the owner in- 
tends to sell the land immediately, and 
would not be willing to wait for annual 
town meeting’s approval next spring. 

If Andover wants to buy the land — 
which has been offered at $225,000 — and 
rezone it for business use, the town may 
have to call a special fall town meeting, 
the chairman said. He noted that the se- 


lectmen’s proposed hotel/motel tax 
could be added to the warrant if a fall 
meeting should be called. 

According to Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, the lot could be designed to hold 
62 cars, at a cost of $125,000; he called 
the $225,000 purchase price ‘‘not unrea- 
sonable”’ for downtown land. 

(Dalton said that although the town 
could take the land by eminent domain, 
that is an option town officials rarely 
choose. ) 

The lot would not be metered, but 
would probably be used for all-day park- 
ing by employees of downtown business- 
es, and regulated by permit stickers. 

All-day parking has already become a 
problem on residential Florence Street, 
Mahony noted. 

A house built in 1777 now stands on the 
site, but it could be moved or razed. The 
manager noted that because the old 
green house is not listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places, anyone who 
bought the land would be allowed to tear 
down the house. The house has been al- 


tered from its original appearance, He 
said, and is in bad repair. 

The town has two options (besides 
doing nothing), Dalton said: to acquire 
the land and run the parking lot; or to 
control the property, but let downtown 
merchants fund and develop the parkig 
lot. . 


Selectman Donn Byrne said he was 
disturbed by the idea of building a park- 
ing lot in a residential area — and that 
Andover has already done enough to pro! 
vide downtown parking. 

‘The town has expended sufficient tax 
money on parking,’ he said. ‘‘There 
should be some activity (from downtown 
merchants). This is strictly for their ben- 
efit.”’ 


Byrne pointed out that building the lot 
would cost the town more than $5,000 per 
space, and added, “This is a very expen- 
Sive proposition.” 

Both Byrne and Selectman Charles 
Wesson agreed that they’d like to see 
how the two new downtown lots or. Park 


and Bartlet streets (behind old Town 
Hall, and at the former Heartland J1 
site) are used pdefore the town considers 
adding more parking in the area. 

The town manager said the old Towr 
Hall lot would be completed, including 
landscaping and the addition of parking 
meters, by Oct. 15. 

Last week the Planning Board showed 
some interest in pursuing the Elm Street 
parking proposal. But another parking 
idea considered by the planners last 
Tuesday night — adding a deck to the 
municipal lot on Main Street didn’t 
interest the selectmen. 


Bryne said it would be hard to sell that 
idea to town meeting, and the manager 
said, “‘We do not have a proposal for 
decking the municipal lot.”’ 

Dalton promised that the selectmen 
would discuss the Elm Street plan “at 
some length’ next Monday. He said he 
hoped abutters, downtown merchants, 
and interested citizens would attend the 
meeting; Mahony said he would invite 
letters from those who cannot attend

Parking Dilemma 


Andover planners are proposing an additional 
parking lot off Elm Street and construction of a 
three-deck garage at the municipal lot as a solu- 
tion to the town’s continuing parking dilemma. 

The proposal is a welcome one for the down- 
town area. It would assist businesses, offer a so- 
lution to all-day parkers and could be 
aesthetically controlled to blend with the central 
business district. 

There is, however, one major problem to be 
faced before such a proposal can become a reali- 
ty. 

Getting the project through a town meeting. 

Unfortunately, past town meetings have tradi- 
tionally shunned any assistance to the downtown 
business area, either through providing parking 
relief or general downtown improvements. 

Philosophy seems to have been that since the 
occupants of the central business district are en- 
trepeneurs they should have the wherewithal to 
financially solve their own problems. 

This, of course, is hardly the case. Downtown 
merchants traditionally participate in their com- 
munity in a variety of ways without seeking rec- 
Sgnition. And, while business may be on the 
positive side at the moment, projects such as 


parking garages and obtaining of land for park- 
ing lots, is a community effort, not solely for the 
benefit of business people and employees. 

Parking garages have been proposed in the 
past. As recently as a couple of years ago one 
was proposed for the site now being developed off 
Park’street. State funds were available to assist. 
When the time came, due to neighborhood opposi- 
tion, the garage proposal was dropped in favor of 
the hot-topped open lot which is currently under 
construction. 

Maybe this time around, with planning board 
impetus, there can be some acceptance by the 
townspeople of the garage-additional lot propo- 
sal. 

There is also the possibility that there is a more 
common understanding of the problem by And- 
over residents in general to the need for attention 
to downtown parking problems. 

To bring the proposal to successful fruition, 
however, will require a full scale education pro- 
gram before it is presented to town meeting. 

In view of the merits and response to a commu- 
nity need, that effort should get underway now 
and continue until the funds are provided and 
ground is broken.

0 Years Ago — September 1935 

On Oct. 5 and 6 will come the celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of Christ Church. A special parish meeting 
was held on Monday at which it was planned to raise a 
Maintenance Fund of $5,000 on this anniversary and the 
method was explained to an interested group. Two memo- 
rial tablets for the centenary, to be placed in the church, 
are the Founders and the Abraham Marland tablets, the 
former given by the parish, and the latter by two great- 


granddaughters of the organizer of the parish, Abraham 
Marland. 

A conference of town officials and interested citizens 
was held last Friday evening at the offices of the Andover- 
Shawsheen Realty Co. in Shawsheen Square owned by 
George MacIntosh of Wakefield.

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To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

“They paved paradise and they made it a 
parking lot.’’ 

That song was a big hit in the early 70s and it 
looks like it may soon be at the top of Andover’s 
own hit parade. 

The town is considering the removal of a 
house built in 1777 to make a parking lot. No one 


who has battled his way around downtown And- ~- 


over trying to do a few errands will deny the 
need for more parking space. And, maybe an old 
house isn’t everyone’s idea of paradise. 

The fact remains that, while the supply of as- 
phalt seems to be infinite, there exists a finite 
number of 18th-century houses. We in Andover, 
one of the oldest towns in the United States, 
should be caretakers of such buildings in our 
community, not destroyers. 

The historic interest of this particular house 
has been denigrated by those who point out that 
the dwelling has been altered over the years and 
that it is not on the National Register. These 
claims show a lack of understanding of both his- 
toric preservation and what the National Regis- 
ter is. 

Historic preservationists are interested in the 
whole story a building has to tell. Frequently, 
the changes made over the course of time pro- 
vide as much valuable information as the origi- 
nal construction. 

The National Register of Historic Places (and 
a building does not have to be old to be historic) 
certifies the historic interest of the places on its 
list. The reverse, however, is false—that not be- 
ing listed means a place is not historic—as those 
who frittered away the golden hours of their 
youth in memorizing syllogisms can readily at- 
test. 

Not being listed on the National Register 
usually means only that no one has gone through 
the lengthy and arduous process required for 
inclusion. Indeed, many old and/or historic 
places are not listed. : 

The question may be moot since, at this writ- 
ing, the town does not even own the property 
under discussion. Whatever happens, I urge that 
the town of Andover take no steps to further 
deplete our precious historic heritage.

section, but otherwise preserved in ‘‘beautiful condition,’’ 
Woods Hold oceanographer Robert Ballard has said. 

Like most of those involved with the search, Martin was 
both excited and saddened by the discovery. The ruined 
Titanic is a tragedy, he says, but finding it represents ‘‘a 
technical achievement. It is a piece of history. 

‘“‘When a ship goes down, it’s a snapshot of history. Old 
things on land tend to be moved around, or restored, or 
obliterated — but a shipwreck is a snapshot of that mo- 
ment in time. It’s pretty dramatic, pretty exciting.” 

His interest in the Titanic began several years ago, 
when he met Clive Cussler, author of Raise the Titanic, a 
fictional account of how the liner might be salvaged. 
When the book became a movie, Martin was a technical 
consultant to the filmmakers, and the entire Klein staff 
attended the world premiere of the movie in Boston. 

Texas millionaire Jack Grimm also contacted Klein As- 
sociates during recent years, as he prepared for his three 
unsuccessful expeditions in search of the Titanic. Klein 
sonar was on standby during Grimm’s first expedition, 
‘‘but they decided to use another sonar, one with a longer 
range but less resolution.” 

(Mr. Klein’s excitement over the Argo’s success has 
been slightly dimmed by the fact that his company has 
“been given very little credit by Woods Hole. They have 
yet to mention us.”’ He explains that a great number of 
people took part in the American search effort, and that 
“politics” are involved, but admits he is ‘‘a little bit disap- 
pointed’’ just the same. ) 

The Titanic is not the first shipwreck Klein sonar has 
helped locate. Earlier this summer, Florida treasure 
hunter Mel Fisher used the system to help find the Atocha 

probably ‘“‘the most famous treasure ship,’’ Martin 
says. The Spanish galleon, discovered off Key West, is 
nearly 400 years old, and laden with gold and silver worth 
millions. 

A Canadian and American search team used the sonar 
fife years ago to find the Breadalbane, a three-masted 
’ English bark that sank’ in August 1853, crushed by ice in 
the Canadian Arctic. Sonar images show the wreck stand- 
ing upright beneath 300 feet of water, with its masts still 
intact. (The Breadalbane went down while searching for 
the English explorer Sir John Franklin, discover of the 
Northwest Passage, who was last seen in the Arctic in 
July 1845.) Klein field engineer Gary Kozak was part of 
that search crew. 

And National Geographic magazine employed Klein 
equipment in its 1983 discovery of the Hamilton and the 
Scourge, two U.S. Navy schooners that sank to the bottom 
of Lake Ontario in August, 1813, during the War of 1812. A 
sonar image of the Hamilton reveals a ship remarkably 
preserved, sitting on the bottom with both masts in place 

There have been many other expeditions, Mr. Klein 
says (‘I should write a book one of these days’’), includ- 
ing two that he took part in himself: the search for the 
downed submarine Thresher off the coast of ivew England 
in 1963; and a marine archaeological hunt for a 2,000-year- 
old shipwreck off the coast of Turkey in 1967. He hasn’t 
gone along on many searches in recent years, although he 
did join the Woods Hole crew for a 5,000-foot dive on the 
suomersible Alvin not long ago. 

Klein Associates won ‘‘a bit of worldwide notoriety”’ 
during the ’70s, when Martin joined in the search for the 
Loch Ness Monster. The expedition crew, members of the 
Academy of Applied Sciences of Concord, N.H., didn’t find 
the monster, but Martin is not yet convinced that it 
doesn’t exist. 

“It’s still a technical challenge to prove or disprove it,”’ 
he explains. “It’s a very difficult technical problem - 
there isn’t just an instrument that you can pop into a lake 
of that size.’’ Imagine, he says, a mile-wide road stretch- 
ing from Andover to Boston; imagine that road climbs 
750-foot hills, and is shrouded in fog so thick ‘‘you can’t 
see the front of your car.

“Now think, in conditions like that, of trying to find 
another car somewhere in that space — and that car may 
be moving, and it may be hiding. That’s the magnitude of 
the problem of looking for the monster. (Loch Ness is a 
mile wide and 750 feet deep in some places.) It’s not 
easy. 

The searchers did find “large moving things’’ in the 
Scottish lake, as well as mysterious circles of stone that 
may or may not be manmade, and a sunken World War II 
bomber, the Wellington. Only one such cloth-covered 
bomber still exists, a museum exhibit put together from 
spare parts, so the British plan to raise the plane from 220 
feet beneath the lake, and restore it. 

Last year, Klein Associates won the President’s ‘“E”’ 
Award for excellence in exporting. (Martin notes that 70 
percent*of his company’s product is exported.) “It’s very 
rare that that award goes to a small business. We’re very 
proud of it.’’ He adds that his competitors are few, ‘‘about 
a half-dozen around the world,” and all are either large 
corporations, or divisions of large corporations. 

And two years ago, Mr. Klein was named New Hamp- 
shire’s Small Business Person of the Year, traveling to 
Washington, D.C., for a ceremony with President Reagan. 
Still, he shrugs off the suggestion that his is clearly a 
success story. 

“T’m still learning,’ Martin says. ‘“There’s still a lot to 
do. Really what little success I’ve had has been from the 
support of my family, and the help and advice of a lot of 
good people over the years.” 

One of those people is Harold Edgerton, professor eme- 
ritus at M.I.T., who among other achievements developed 
the strobe light. Professor Edgerton first got Martin Klein 
interested in the sea, his student says.‘‘Working with him 
was one of the great privileges, almost like working with 
Thomas Edison. He’s one of the world’s great inventors, 
and also great educators. 

“The field itself is an inspiration,’’ he adds. ‘“‘The ocean 
even today remains largely unexplored. It’s something 
new all the time, a wonderful challenge. 

“One of my dreams is to find an ancient ship some- 
where where it’s not supposed to be, perhaps in the Ameri- 
cas. A lot of people I know feel that Columbus was a 
newcomer, that a lot of very good sailors went before him 
— the Phoenicians, the Chinese, whoever. I'd like to acci- 
dentally stumble on something that might change our 
knowledge of world history.” 

That is one of his dreams today; tomorrow’s dreams

land said. While one side of the bank will 
house typical banking services (such as 
tellers, safe deposit boxes and a drive-up 
window), the other will house what the 
bank calls its private banking area, de- 
signed to look ‘‘like a library,’’ complete 
with fireplace. 

The private banking group offers ‘‘cre- 
ative’’ financial services and investment 
management to an “upscale market” 
that includes individuals as well as busi- 
nesses, the president said. Such services 
are new to the Andover area, and are 
currently available only in downtown 
Boston, he noted. 

Private banking services include, for 
example, asset management advice, in- 
vestment programs, brokerage services, 
money market services, and the hand- 
ling of precious metals, rare coins, fine 
art and other collectibles. 

Entrepreneurs, health care profession- 
als, legal and accounting professionals, 
and corporate executives are among 
those who may wish to use private bank- 
ing services, according to the bank offi- 
cials. 

Bank of Boston has chosen to open an 
Andover branch as “part of a strategic 
plan to expand our retail community 
banking effort,” Borland said. He esti- 
mated that the bank would soon have 300 
branches all over New England as a re-
